Thk now8 in our yesterday's iasae, 
although taking no one by sarpriae, 
comes to us like a long expcotod in- 
heritance, and truly it ia the most 
important that has fallen to onr lot 
since the commenoemoDt of our Colo- 
nialjexistence, as the Pacific Railway 
connects ub wilh the outer world from 
whiob we hiivo bitberto been cut oil'. 
A great doul bas been said and wrilUn 
on the Bubjeol of cur first rusb uf im- 
migration in 1S58; bow, from Bomo 
cauBo never clearly defiuod by tho 
ipeakers or writers, but ulwuys b;iviu<^ 
something to do with GdVurniuciH, 
those invnluablo pooplo loft us, lUid wo 
have been relrograding oversiace ! As 
woU might wo bomoan tho retreating 
wave that has horaldod tho approach- 
ing tide, and thon roturned to its na- 
tivo element to help i" a I'uiuro "nish.' 
The idea ie worthy the minds in which 
it originated, and should be bolil at its 
proper '7alne, Such a human flood 
passes over a country like a hail storm: 
Its only value is in clearing iho air aad 
preparing the ground for the refreeh- 
ing showers and beneficent snnshino 
that sDCoeed. in lien of bewailiug tho 
departure of these evils we have every 
reason to congratulate ourselves thai 
we arc nearly rid of them, and that 
the trao fertilizing element in the 
ehape of industrious ■elllorB are grad 
ually taking thoir place. Instoad ot our 
having any reason foi- rogrot.wu ought 
rather to bo proud of our steady 
advanco towards a fixed popuUtiini. 
Wo sincoroly trust that ilio time is 
fust appioaehing when the I'uiiinaiits 
of that, class who think lowdyinm and 
imbecile ertravaganco tho gri'at crite,-, 
ria by which to judge ol a country'u 
prosperity, will have entirely disiip- 
peared from our ehoros. We hiivo no 
doeiro to rotuiu such peoplu; our coin- 
try, which cooibinoB ovorything nqui- 
site to make iadnstrions men happy 
bUd proBperons, will apeak U)r itaolt to 
righltbinking people, and wo shall "oi 
•11 the population we dof^ire from the 
class t hat forms great nai ions. Wo arc 
on the ove'of a great infiuz of popula- 
tion — let as be cool ; it is not necessary 
to go into hysterics about it; they will 
probably be somowbat .aftor tho style 
of their predecessors — like a child's 
first teeth, very well in their way, but | 
care should bo taken to got rid of 
them when the true molarit appear. If 
wo dive after this shadow of a popula- 
tion, we are very apt to allow the sub- 
stance to escape uh by our becoming 
too suddenly inflated. All kinds of 
proDOrty rises to an anificiul valuo 
with Lho arrival of a few hundreds ol 
the genus hotno, and the collapses that 
euperveno are too froquenily tho cau'<o 
of ruining our incst valued ci'Jzons — 
the usual victiin^i, as poss s^^ing a little 
more principle and credulity fiuii 
those who profit by thuir mi^fortanon. 
We have — many of us — hoard tho bii^ 
ter denaooiatioD of tho holders o! land- 
ed estate about lliirt city ; how in years 
gone by, honest, industrious, woald-bo 
settlers attempted to buy land and 
made offers at prices for it that would 
be eagerly taken now, and which were 
refused, compelling the-^e model set- 
tlers to leave us. There can bo, how. 
«Ter, very little doubt that the price 
of real estate will advance from this 
time forward, and laads that are now 
thought of little value wdl make fino 
lortunos for the laoky holdoru a faw 
years honoc Sjmo remarkable dilTor- 
enco in characior is no doubt di.stin- 
gaishablo bolwoon lho people of ihi.s 
Colony and our ncij^hbors ovir tliu 
Sound. If a man seeks oniplnyiuoiit 
hero ho is gonorally re^'alcJ with adia- 
mal account of the preaunt slate of trade, 
and ia then ulloived to go wliither 
he pleases, perhaps to take the lir»i 
BlermoT to the other side. If ho a^ka a 
resident at the other side for cinploynieiii, 
be is questioned as to what he cmi du, 
and examined as a packer would a 
Oayush, but ho is turned to account — all 
the poor fellow wants for the time, till he 
has earned enough to enable him to seek 
more proQtablo employment. We do nut 
advocate the treatment of a man, as peo- 
ple were formerly used to regard slaves, 
(tho only difference being that the man 
sow can be bought for little m )re than 
his food, whereas, the slave involved the 
inroHtraeut of occasiooally a largo sum of 
money), but we do insist that our people 
should exhibit a little muro .solicitude for 
a man thut is ready to work, and give 
him oil the aHsistuiiee in their jiUiver, in 
order to retain hiin in the Colony; niul 
not bewail his departure when lie goes, 
aad then growl when those who rem du 
exact exorbitantly high wages for tiicir 
work. The remuneration paid for labor 
in this Oolony is higher on tho average, 



than in any other portion of the Amerioan 
continent, bat people like to "go with 
the crowd" and thuy are informed by 
persons here that the crowd is in Califor- 
nia, on the Sound, or auy where but with 
us. There must he an end to this kind 
of thing, people are beginning to see the 
mischief it is doing, and anderstand that 
it must be diacouutenaQced ; let those 
(icrsons who seem to pride themselves on 
urgiiii^ our Working people to leave ns, be 
pointed out and held up to the public 
c(jndenuialion they merit ; if those who 
lire foolish enough to heliere these per- 
verters ot the truth, would only remember 
that they according to their own showing 
arc staying in this country very much to 
their own loss, and aro eyidently doing 
well in it, and not required to stop a 
single day for that matter, tho whole 
state of the case would at once become 
clear. Their depreciatory language is a 
habit with them, and being comfortable 
luid making a nice easy living, they don't 
wiiul couipeliiors.

THE WRECK OFTHEJOblK BRIGHT. 

II. M. S. Sparrowhiiwk, Capt. Mist, 
arrived from tho s ens of ttio wreck 

* of tbe ilUBiurrt'd Lark John Bright at 
half-pa8l 5 o'clock lust ovonirifr, bring- 
ing as pjiss-oiiiiiTB, Iloii. II. M. Bull, 
Hon Attorney General, Capt. Christeii- 
Bon, MessrH Mulloy auJ Davoy and 

^ seven inulo Indian prisoners suspected 
of compliciiy in the murder of iho 
John Bright's crow. The Spurrowliuwk, 
on leuvini; fi-quiiniilt, proceeded to 
Barclay Sound in starch of uii inter- 
proter, bat being unsuccosslul, wont on 
to Clayoquot Sound, where Capt. 
ChristeoBen proeared an Indian — iho 
one, in fact, who buried the last body. 

^ The ebip then went on to Hesqainal 
Harbor, where, as it was blowing 
pretty fresb, it was thought pru- 
dent to go up to ibe bead. On 
"Wednesday morulog iho ship dropped 
down and anchored off iho village ad- 
jacent to the scene of tbe wreck, 
when a nambor oi canoes came along- 
aide, oat oi which several Indians 
were taken who wore pointed out by 
Capt, Christonseu us being like iboso 
corcerned in the murder, or who might 
be ronderod ufelui in the subsequent 

* enquirios ua wilneaseB. A large armed 
part^ was now forruud, conoposed of 
marines of the Sparrowhawk and 
Sattellto, accompanied by lion Ball 
and the Attorney General, with several 

' ofEcors, who landed and had an inter- 
view with the chiefs and then proceeded 
io search the ranches. JSolbing very 
suspicious was discovorod however, and 
the whole party then marched round 
♦,be sx'eue of tbe wreck. The beach 
Was of thoronghest and most disagree- 
able desoripiion to travel over, and of 
eucb a wild and dangeroDS character 
towards tho sea, ih'at iTseomed wholly 
impOBBible that anyone could escape 
irom a wrecked ship by boat or 
^i^rwise. The whole of Wedoea- 
day and Thursday ware employed in 
exhuming and examining tbe bodies 
feleven in all) under tbe direction of 
the surgeon of the Sparrowbawli, 
No striking facts could be gathered 
Irom the romaios, which wore very 
much diHcoraposed, 80 that the work of 
investigation was nut only a sad but a 
very diHugrocablo one. On Friday, the 
jury having been dniy oinpannoled, the 
inquest commenced with tho body of a 
large man ^lhc only one which retained 
any quantity of Hosh) and the wO' 
man. Ono cf the prisoners, being duly 
jmpresaod with the enormity of tho 

* orime of murder, slated that those two 
were murdered, and on further exam- 
ination described their o.miog aahoro 
alive and going to a ranch for one day 

^ *and then being killed on th« second, 
Thejary relumed a verdict of wilful 
murder. On llio return of the patty 
on board the Sj arrowhawk the chief was 
requested to come off and send for the 
man that was accused. We beard quite 
a number of stories relating to the sad 
affair, ail more or less possessing features 
of similarity. Several Indians were 
brought oil' befoio the chiefs were allowed 
to land, suspected ciiiiracters or witueses 
(a difficult matter to suy whichj. The 
Spurrowhiwk then prepared to return, 
starting from tho mouth of HeBqiii« 
nat Harbor .Moiiiiiiy night, No trace of 
the children or the woman servant could 
bo found, nor could the most diligent 
enquiiies elicit any information regarding 
them. It i.s luiwcver believed that some 
further infonuation may be obtained from 
tbe Indians now in custody, which may 
admit of a more successful pursuit being 
organized.

Wftgga Waggi 
at tlie close of ni'iieiiiher, flowers iiiid 
hlinilis were lilenilly roasted, and Irnii 
trees (in some iiistacces) bn.-nt up; plums 
appriiiichitig ripoliess fernieuled under the 
powerful heat, .and hung on the uraiieljcs 
like bags of niitivo-grown vinegar. Tin- 
heads of many trees presented the appeiir- 
uiicc of having lieen subjected to tlie ue» 
lion of tile stream oi llanio. Yot in the 
Tumttt district, there was actually ice in 
the washing basins of a morning. Wild 
horses were being destroyed in large 
numbers on the ''Levels country," ne.ir 
Wngga Waggii, wluro tho poor brutes 
were perisliint; troin thirrl. At Ecliiici 
on the '^4111 Dec , hces were destroyed by 
tlio heat. Mr. Hliaekell found, on lii- 
return from Alulboariw, that the eoutenis 
oflrtoof his largest and b si bee hive* 
had been loially ilcstroyed liy the melting 
uf the coiubi imtl honey into one mui.s, 
by which tho whoio of the bees were 
suiolhored.

There is one siinplo test ns lo whctlier 
the manures about youi stiibles and oiil- 
hoiiscs arc m'Xed and composted as tin) 
shou'd be to (ireserve tho whole of their 
fertilizing [lower. Do they emit a bad 
siuell ? If your pens or slublea give a 
foul report to the nostrils, you are usir;g 
iibsorbeiita enough ;^hovel in the p>'ut or 
rotten leaves, and sprinkle with plaster 
till the dung heap is as inudnrous as a 
garden bed. 

A writer in the Ohio Farmer, siiy that 
alter tuo horse is in-ie years old, a 
wrinkle comes on tho eyc-lui, and every 
year ihereiUler he has it Wrll-ile!ined 
wrinkle foi euch over nine. If, for in- 
staiicJ, borne has three wrinkles, he is 
twelve, if lour he 18 tliirteeii. Add the 
number of wrinkles to nine, and you uill 
always get it. As a good many people 
have horses over nine, it is easily cried. 
If true, the horse dentist must give up his 
iradd. 

There is said to ho carried olT from 
tlie soil nine pounds ol liniu in twenty- lire 
liusliels of oat>^, and lillccii ('ounils in thir- 
tyeiglit bnsliols ol barley. Tlieru are 
thirty-live pounds of linie in two tons ol 
rye gras-', one hundi'i d and twcnty-s;x 
pounds in two tons of clover, nnd one 
tiiiiKlred and fo.ty pounds in twciiiy-live 
tons ol turnips, and two hundred atiJ 
s veiily |)unnds in nine tons of jiotntocs 
fioiiic siiils cuiilaiii nfiiind nice of lime, for 
a ihouaund years, while other soils r quiio 
uii occasional uppliualiou of lime as u fei» 
liiizer.
